The special 
technical feature of claims 12 to 15 is a feature wherein "gas activation means are 
interposed between a mixer and a shower plate." See also the written opinion of the 
ISA regarding the parent of this case and the lack of unity requirement made therein, 
provided in the file by the Applicant.
